CLASS— Be PROJET CRITIOUE 


The Post Office Projet was received with considerable enthusiasm, as over five hundred renderings were 
presented. In order that every consideration be given to the merits of the work submitted, three juries were pro- 
vided and every design was judged by one jury and reviewed by a second. 


While a building bound by such property restrictions may have at first seemed to lack interest, the possi- 
bilities of the scheme opened up to those who gave it sufficient study, until there was almost unlimited oppor- 
tunity of exterior and interior treatment, with untold interest in the plan itself. 


The favorable impressions were made by character and by simple and neat presentations of the students’ 
ideas. It was clear that the plan should indicate two distinct divisions, one serving the public, the other, the gen- 
eral post office activities. A well defined public space of generous proportions, accessible from the street, well 
lighted, and with those departments of the post office coming in contact with the public made conveniently ac- 
cessible, was desirable. The working space receives its mail and distributes it. The program clearly stated that 
the rear passage was for service, so that facilities for the receipt and shipment of mail to and from the working 
space should have been clearly shown; again, the relation of the working space to those departments serving the 
public, and again, the very important question of light. Some provided this from the top and others arranged 
for it from the side by carrying the upper part of the side walls on columns. Due credit was generally given 
those schemes that showed some imagination or actual knowledge as to the workings and equipment of a post 
office. 
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The majority of plans showed the rear passage developed into a court with a garage on one side and a 
recess against the post office working space for parking trucks. 


It will be observed, however, that one plan ‘“‘Placed”’ indicates an ingenious scheme of carrying mail from 
the garage to the work room by overhead conveyors. The use of mechanical conveyors in post offices of this size 
is quite common, but few projets considered details to this extent. 


In placing the building on the property, most students realized the necessity of utilizing 100 per cent of 
the area available. Only by doing this were the maximum possibilities of the scheme realized. The program stated 
the area to be developed was an inside lot facing a park; therefore, the design of the building and its relation to 
the adjoining property lines became important. Any building under these conditions should be designed to look 
well and serve the purpose intended regardless of the developments on the adjoining properties. his point was 
given considerable importance by the juries. 


In general, the designs “Placed” expressed the ideas of the juries as to the most favorable solutions of the 
problem, and those students less favored should find helpful suggestions in the straightforward, practical pres- 
entation of these schemes. Good proportion, scale, dignity of design, and its relation to the purpose intended, 
were given very careful consideration. The fact that there were not a great number of designs placed in no 
way reflects on the general character of the work submitted, as its quality ranked well with the high standing 
observed in similar competitions of the Beaux-Arts Institute of Design.

CLASS “A” & “B” ARCHAEOLOGY I PROJET 
“SS ROMAN TEMPLE” 


The influence of both the Etruscan and Greek Tem- 
ples are to be found in the temples of the Roman Em- 
pire. Unlike the Greek Temples, however, they were 
generally placed in the heart of the city facing a forum, 
and probably for this reason bear no side colonnades, 
the orders being attached to the flank wall and arranged 
in a prostyle portico toward the front only. Steps, be- 
tween projecting wing walls upon which were often 
placed groups of masonry, lead to the prostyle portico. 
Such a temple with the Etruscan derived podium, or 
high base on the sides and rear, is characteristic of this 
period and is generally known as the pseudo-peripteral 
type. 

Examples of such temples are Temple of Fortuna 
Virilis, Temple of Saturn and the Maison Carree at 
Nimes. 

The subject of this program is the design of such a 
temple, the plan of which shall not exceed 30 feet in 
width nor 80 feet in length, including the steps.

“A POST OFFICE” 


It has been decided to build a new post office building 
in a town of about 25,000 inhabitants to meet the local 
and rural requirements of this growing community. 
The site available is a level plot 90 feet wide facing a 
public square, and 150 feet deep perpendicular thereto, 
including an alley. This plot is in the middle of a block, 
and the 20 foot wide service alley is parallel to and 100 
feet back of the public square, connecting two side 
streets. 

A post office, while in essence a clearing house for 
mail, is engaged in other activities. It is required that 
this building should contain: 

(a) Public space with access to rented letter boxes, 

mail delivery, stamp, parcel post, registry, 
money order and postal bank services. 

(b) General working space for above mentioned 

services and sorting of mail. 

(c) Six booths or cages for carriers of Rural Free 

Delivery routes. 

(d) Two offices, one for the postmaster and one 

for the assistant postmaster. 

(e) ‘Ten-car garage to house the mail trucks and 

rural service cars. 

(f) Stairs to basement which will contain: heating 

plant, employee lockers, ete.
